WELFARE LOAD GOES 
UP IN MONTH OF

Washington. Oct. 12 (A^)—The re- 
lief 
administration 
figured 
today 
that 4.000.000 families—within TOO.- 
000 of tlie all-time peak recorded at 
the end of the CWA last April 
were dependent on relief payments 
during August. 


Harry L. Hopkins, relief adminis- 
trator, told newsmen that the num- 
ber of relief-supported families had 
jumped 200.000 from .luly to Aug- 
ust. 
He intimated the load 
was 
still going up slowl.v. 


The totals for September 
were 
not yet available. 


Meanwhile, other relief 
ofllcials 
pointed.the way for more of these 
families to earn their relief allow- 
ances 
by doing 
work 
similar 
to 
that 
which 
they 
followed 
before 
the depression. 


The works division of the FERA 
prepared to send out. within a few 
days, a model 
record 
system 
by 
which local relief 
agencies 
can 
keep constant tab on the trades and 
professions of people on relief and 
shape work relief 
projects to lit 
iheir normal occupations. 


"We hope it will help the local 
relief agencies to provide work re- 
lief projects better adapted to the 
skills of the needy 
unemployed." 
explained .Jacob Baker, chief of the 
works division.

Under the plan, former occupa- 
tions and the amount of working 
experience of all persons on relief 
rolls will be recorded and filed 8o 
thr" the- nursber aVi'CIitblo |r. nry 
craft or profession can be deter- 
mined quickly when any work proj- 
ect is proposed. 


An illustration of the way the 
system Ift' expected to work 
was 
seen in a project now imder con- 
sideration 
for 
employment of a

They probably will be put to work 
on a relief-financed motion picture 
dramatizing the causes and meth- 
ods of combatting

Ofilcials estimated that the 4,000,- 
000 families which Hopkins report- 
ed on relief Included 16,000.000 Indi- 
vidnals. 
The number of single per- 
sons dependent on i 
" 
August 
has not been calculated, but It was 
reported at 500.000 In July. 


Hopkins said at his press confer- 
ence (hat preliminary reports from 
110 principal cities Indicated their 
relief rolls have 
increased 
very 
slightly from August to September, 
hut 
that 
relief 
expenditures 
in 
these 
communities 
had 
declined 
from $49,308.000 In August to $46,- 
27«>.000 In September. 


Ho warned It was "very risky to 
draw any conclusions" from these 
seemingly .more .favorable 
figures. 
He pointed out that payrolls com- 
ing immediately after the end of a 
month sometimes keep the monthly 
totals 
from 
reflecting 
conditions 
accurately.
